Harold Huber Wilson Barn 


This barn was built where it now stands, by and for Harold Huber Wilson, at 
about 1500 No Canyon View Road, in Midway, on the east side of the road. It 
was built in 1951, for Harold’s Holstein dairy operation. It has a gambrel roof 
and is made of native pine timbers and siding. 


It was originally used for the loose hay and later, bailed hay for Harold’s 
Holstein Dairy business. It has a lean-to for cow feeding stalls. The roof is of 
corrugated metal at the present. 


Successive ownership has of the barn has been Harold Huber Wilson, then his 
mother, Eva Huber Wilson, then her estate, and later, a developer purchased it. 
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
